The Calendar. 

A calendar is a method of combining days into periods like 
weeks, months and years adapte I to civil, religious or scientific 
purposes. The periods such as year, month and day are depending 
upon astronomical phenomena though their exact Is'^Sths are^ fixed 
by other considerations as well ; but the weeks Orud sub-dwisions of 
a day are entirely artificial. The incommensnrability of mese as- 
tronomical periods referred to have caused some complexity m the 
framing of a proper calendar to suit all purposes. The solar day 
and the lunar month are two periods governing the supply of ight 
to us from sun and the moon, whiie the tropical year is a period 
marking the occurrence of the seasons at the same par^ of tne year 
The synodic month and the tropical year slowly decreasing in 
length, but they arc not affecting the framing of calendars. Among 
the^oalendars thal, were innse in the ancient world may be mentioned 
the Egyptian, the Babylonian, the Greek, the Hi^n, the Jew^, 
the E^man, the Ecclesiastical, the Gregorian and the Mobammadan 
calendars. Some of these are even now followe I in certam 
countries. 

What is used Jn this EPhemeris is the Gregorian Calen- 
dar which is itself a modidcation of the Roman or the Jiriian^len- 
dar. Though the Roman months, were origmidly lunar, Jnlius Caesar 
introduced the system of the present 12 months of a year an i d ordr 
nary years of 365 days each and a fourth ye^ of 866 days called the 
iZ ye^ so that e Jh year may have a whole number of days and 
at the same time four such yeais may be aS near 
as possible. 'Ihls system of reckoning was later molded 
Gregory XIII in A. D. lo82, as 400 Julian years were “ ®

different people of the same country tSo to llx a date which is re- 
ckoned from sunset to sunset, it is also necessary in this calendar 
to give the day of the week. 

Hindu Calendar . — There are vaaiDUs calendar systems in use in 
India, some using the solar reckoning such as tlio Tamil, Malayalam 
or Bengal school, and others using the hi l ar reckoning such as the 
Mobammadan r r the Jewlah calendar. 

The solar months are generally named after the Basis or the 
signs of the zodiac in which the Sun is situated in laiy montli, and 
commence witii the time of the sun’s entry into any of those signs 
(tankranti). But in Tairil they are also known by another sot of 
eames modified from the nauies of naksJiatraa whon the full moon 
invariably ocenre f r the difierent months. The Hii du astruiiomical 
year i- anomalistic though it ought t,o be sidereal, as its leiigtii is 
defined to be the interval between the sun’s passing consecutively a 
fixed point of the ecliptic (Mosha Sankranti). The moirront of the 
Mesha Sa:^ anti marks the commencement of the f.»oiar month 
Vaisakha in Bengal, of the solar mouth Chitt'rai in TaniUuad, ard 
of the solar month Medom in i'ravancore, Cochin and Malaliar. The 
most ancient Hindu solar reckoning is siipi osod to date from the 
I8th February 3102 B. (h, which is tlie lieginniiig of Kali Vuga or 
0. K. Y. Thus by adding 3101 to an Englisli caieiida'- year A. D. 
one can always ge the corresponding K. Y. year. 

Eollam Era. This is used in 'Ira vane or, , Cochin and Malabar 
since 825 A, I), and the yeais in it are folar and each year begins 
with the 1st of Chingoin (Simh i, Saukranti). In some parts of 
North Malabar, the new year begins with Kanjiya f-'ankranti,. There 
are also various other eras used throughout India, such iis Saka ora, 
Vikramaera, Bengali San, Fasli, etc.

Aherration is the tonu applied genernJlj t) the deviation o.!the 
course of a my of light from any Source due to the relative velocity 
between the obseiwer and the source. The velocity o Might and the 
aniiiuU orbital motion of tlie c«rth or its daily rotation make the ap- 
place of a star different from its tme or mean place. This 
shift from the true place due to either of these causes is known as 
annual or diurnal aberrationu ^ 1 his term is a iso Used for the defects 
of an uncorreoted Ions in failing to bring to the same focus rays of 
all colours (chromatic aberration) or in bringing the rays passin*? 
through its edge to a shorter foe us than those passing through the 
central parts (spherical aberration). 

^ The Sun’s annual aberration makes its apparent position a little 
behind its true position Therefore the numbers in the colupm 
Sun’s aberration on page 67 are to be subtracted from the 
true longitude of the Sun to get its apparc*nt longitude at any time. 

applied to the Solar eclipsei refers to the middle of the 
eclipse when ihe moon is not able to compleisly cover the Sun's 
diSc, which therefore appears as a bright ring This is duo to tho 
moon’s apparent angular diameter b^lng loss than that of tho Bum 
at tlie time of Such an eclipse. 

Anomaly. The angle at the Sunbctwoentheplaceof a planet 
or comet and the nearest point of Its orbh to the Sun (perihelion). 
The anomalistic year is the interval elapsing between two successive 
perihelion passagoi of the earth. The anojonalistic mon& is ?iu ilarly 
reckoned for the motion of the moon round the earth. 

Aphelion, The remotest point in the orbit of a planet or comet 
away irom the Suu. 

Apogee. The most distant pjint on the lunar orbit n.easured 
from the earth. Also refers to the position of the Sun when it is 
most distant from the earth In its apparent orbit. 

Appiirent Time, Time indicated by the Sun, and given by an 
instrument like the Sun-dial. Owing bO the varying velocity of the 
earth, and the obliquity of the ecliptic, the day detemined by two 
consecutive transits of the Sun across rnv meridian is not of the 
same length and is therefore not Suitable as a unitof precise time 
measurement. Therefore mean solar time and mean solar day have 
to be devised. 

Oolures, The two principal great ciroles of the celestial sphere 
which pi ss from pole to Pole, one passing through the equinoctial 
points of longitudes 0 and 180 degrees and the other through 
the points of summer and winter solstices which are of Inngitudt a 
ro and 27 J degrees. 
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Oonjunction. A torna denote the position of two bodies when 
they have the same longitnHe or right aseension.^ In the caae of the 
two planets Mercury Venns^ there are two kinds of conjunction 
with the ^nn. When they pass the Sun on the nearer side of their 
orbits, they are s lid t ) be in inferior ccmiuBction, and when th^y 
pass the Sue on the farther side of their orbits, they are In superior 
conjunction. 

Oulmination. The passage of a heavenly body over the meri- 
dian of a place; the One above the pole is called the upper culmina- 
tion and the other below the pole is called the lower culmin«ati on. 

Cusp^, The end points of the horns of the crescent Moon or 
Venus or Mercury when they show similar phases* 

DeGlination, The angular distance of a celestial body north or 
South of the celestial equator measurer! in thp direction of olthor of 
the poles. Declination oorro ponds to terrestrial latitude, 

DioJiotumy. The aspect of the Moon or a planet siiowing half 
illuminated phase. 

DomifiM letieK This is that letter of the first seven letters of 
the English alphabet which corresponds to tho Sundays of any 
year* This is also known aS Sunday letter, 

^Gcentrieity, If the seml major and minor aies of an dlliptio 
orbit of a planet or comet be a and tli© eccentricity of that orbit 

is a/ ^ , For the earth^s orbit, this is 1/60 nearly. For a cir- 

cular orbit this quantify is zero. 

Mliptio. The great circle of the celestial sphere tthe apparent 
spherical surface containing the stars and other celostial bodies, 
whose assumed rotation in what is termed a t-idoroal day causes the 
phenoHiena of the rising and setting of tnese bodies) on which the 
fcJun appears to move and complete the revolution in a year, 

Mongation. The apparent angular distance of a body from 
its centre of*; motion, 

^padt. This is the age of the Moon at the beginning of any 
year. 

Epoch. A date of reference used an Astronomical calculations. 

Equation of time. The time in minutes and seconds which is 
added to the apparent sojnr time to give the mean solar time used 
in Civil reckoning The mean solar units of time measured by 
ordinary clocks andwatche® are derived from a mean solar day. 
buch a Hay is the interval between two coneecutiye tranHits of a 
l>ody uoiform^ moving along the equator with the velocity equal to 
the mean motion of the earth round the Hun. The mean day com- 
mencee with the lower culmination of the mean Sun or mid-night 
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and Its first part of twelve li'.turs is marked by A. M., and its latter 
part 0 ? twelve hours is inurkoj by P. M, Each houc is sub-divided 
into 60 minutes and each minute into 60 seconds. 

J^jguinox^ Eltlier of the two points at which the Sun crosjes the 
equator during its anjiUal coarse along the ecliptic. When the Sun 
is at either of these points, the days and nights are each of 12 hours 
duration lor all part^ of the world. For people in. the Northern 
homisphi^re these dates (2l6t March for Vernal or Spring equinox 
and 2i^rd September for Autumnal equinox) mark the beginnings 
of Spring and Autumn. 

First Point of Aries, The point of the ecliptic where the 
equator cuts it, The sun is at this Point ou the 2lst March, the 
equinoctial day. This point was originally in the zodiacal division 
marked by the constellation Aries ; but has now shifted by retrograde 
motion called precession to the preceding division marked by 
Pieces, By such a motion this point will move right round titfe 
ecliptic in about 25, 800 years. 

Golden Number, This number deUotes the order of any year for 
which it Is referred, in a lunar cycle of 19 years, at the lapse of 
which the Phates of the moon will get repeated in the same order 
as in Ihe previous cycle. This is due to the fact that 19 tropical 
years and 235 synodic months are almost equal to one another 
(6939^6 days). 

Geooenirio. With reference to the earth or the earth’s centre as 
origin, as opposed to Heliocentric, when the Sun is referred to as 
origin of measurement. 

Great Circle^ A drcle whose plane passes through the centre 
of the sphere on which it lies. In the case of the representative 
Kurfaco containing celestial objects with fce observer as the ceufee, 
the equator, the ecliptic, the meridian etc,, are all examples oi 
great circles. 

Heliocentric, W^th reference to either the Sun or the centre of 
the Sun as origin of measurement. In specifying the positions or 
planets, comets etc., their heliocentric positions are first calculated 
and then their geocentric positions are derived by a knowledge of 
the earth’s motion. Further corrections due to parallax, refrAotion 
etc., would give the apparent possition of such objects. 

Horizon^ The tangent plane to the earth at any point meets 
the apparent steHar sphere (celestial sphere) ha what is called the 
celestial horizon; refraction and the height* of the observer would 
change its position, and thus would make what is known as visible 
horizon somewhat below the true or celestial horizon. Thus the 
celestial bodies are actually seen to rise before they come to the 
celestial or Astronomical horizon. 
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hatitwde. The angular distance of a celestial ho ly iiicaBurod 
froSoa the ecliptic in the direction of either of it- polos. This is 
known as celestial latitude, as distinguished from toiTostviallatitudo, 
which is the angular ^stance of a place from the earth’s equate r, 
measured in the direction of the either of the poles. 

Light year. The distance that a ray of light travels in a year, 
■which is neady 6 billion miles. This'is a convenient-unit to refer to 
the distances of stars. The nearest star to us is about four light 
years distant. 

Local Time, The time at any place The times at different 
places of the earth are different, The rotation of the earth in a day 
makes the times of places of eastern longitudes faster than those of 
stations situated west of these. Fifteen degrees of longitude difference 
between any two stations will correspond to one hour of differonce 
in time between them. 

Longif'nh, Terrestrial longitude is the angular distance along 
the equator of a place on the earth East or West of some (ixod 
meridian. The matfdian of a plaoe is the great circle passing 
ithrough.the North and South points and the Zenith of tho place. 
Celestial longitude is tho angular distance of a body measured fconi 
theifirst point of Aries along the soliptic. 

Lunation, The period from New moon to New moon. I’his 
is also known as a Synodic month. 

Magnitude. The 'apparent brightness of a star inanychoson 
system. 

Mode. One of tiie points in which the orbit of tho Moon or a 
plaiwt or a comet cuta feo-plane of the ecliptic . The ascending node 
is that at which the body changes its position from the South to the 
North of the ecliptic. The opposite node Is called the doH(!en lin™ 
node, 

Muttetion, A small variation in the regular retrograde motion 
■•of the equinoctial. points due to luni-solar precession, Th's is due 
to the fact that -the lunar orbi bis not coincident wit'i the ecliptic. 

Obliquity. The inclination of the ecliptic to the celestial 
equator. This would vary from 2L= 69' to 24" 36'. The seasons 
are caused by this factor. 

O(mltation. The disappearance of a distant celestial body be- 

* nearer body, such as the occultatioa of a stair by 
the Moon* ^ 

Opposition. The Moon or r, planet is ia geoceutrio opposition 
when Its geocentric longitude differs from that of the Sun iiy 1S0“ 
This is exactly the case with the Moon on all full moon days 



Pmallax, T]>e apparent aiignlar change in the position of a 
coleptiaJ body due ko the change in the position of the observer- 
For nearer bodies like the moon, suu and the planets, such a 
chfingo is notioeablo when observed from different points on the 
earth Thin is known as geocentric parallax. But for a ^ tar no 
snob change is observtd. However the direction to the same ttar 
(5hangos when observed at different times offlieyear, due to the 
orbittil dimensions of the earth’s orbit and the fact that the obser- 
ver is Hbifting his position in space due to such a motion of ihe 
earth. Tlds is known as* steJlar parallax. Such an apparent die- 
placomuHt of an ooject due to geocentric parallax when it is- at the 
horizon of a place is known as &e horizonW parallax^, and’wheu the 
observer is on the earth’s equator it is known as i,lie equatorial 
horizontal parallax ‘ond is the greatest' angle subtended’ by the 
eaiih’s radius at the object. 

Perioee. The point in the Moon’s orbit nearest to the earth 
Also the apparent posiiion oi the Sun when it is nearest to &e 
earth, taking the latter as central. 

Perihelion^ The point in the orbit of a planet when it Is 
nearoBt to tti.e Stin. 

Phas^-^ Any aspect of a body or phenomenon as progressive 
changee occur in its motion. The phases of th© moon as its angular 
distance from the Sun changes or the phases of ’an eclipse as time 
lapses, are examples. 

Prec^esirm, The equinoctial points have an annual retrograde 
motion of about 60" 26 along the soliptic with a siderial p^o*l of 
26,800 years. TJiis is krown as precession and is due to the disturb* 
ing effect of the attractions exerted by he and the Mbon on 
the equatorial bulge of the earth, 

(fmdmlure. This is a term applied to the- position' of the 
Moon or a plan<t when it« geocentric longitude differs' Scorn that of 
tho Sun by 90^, 

KefrcioUon, The bending of a ray of light when it passes 
from one transparent medium to another of different density. The 
atu osphere is Increasing in density as the ray of. light approaches 
i he earth. Therefore the apparent places of stars are nearer the 
zenith. The atmospheric refraction is Influenced by changes of 
temperature and density of the air. 

Retro^^^^e Motion. Motion from East to West, which is 
Sometimes observed in the apparent motion of a planet, and which 
exists really in the motions of some of the satellites. This is op- 
posite to ^e direct or West to East motion of all bodies of the 
Solar system revolving round the Sun, except a tew satellites of re- 
mote planets. 

Right Ascension, The angular distance of a celestial body 
measured eastwards along the equator from the first point of Aries. 
It is reckoned' in hours, minutes and seconds also^ when the an- 
gular measure is divided b^' 16. 
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Siderecd Tim. This Is the angular distance of the First 
point of Aries measured Westwards from the moridjan along tho 
equator, divided by 16. At a given sidereal timoj all stars of Kigiit 
Ascension equal to the sidereal time will be transiting at any 
place . The unit of sidereal time is the period of rotation of tlio 
earth round ite axis, known as a sidereal day. The beginning of 
the sidereal day for any place is marked by the transit of tlie 
first point of Aries across the meridiaii of the place. Tho slderoaJ 
time is different for places of dift'erent longitudes, and is '' indicated 
by what is called a Sidereal deck reckoning time from zero to 
twentyfour honrs. A sidereal day is thus nib'divide<l into 24 
equal sidereal hours, each sidereal hour again into 60 sidereal 
minutes and each sidereal minute again into 60 sidereal socemds. 
A sidereal day is less &an a mean solar day by 3 minutes 66 ‘094 
seconds of mean solar time or a mean solar hour is 'in oxcoss over 
a sidereal hour by 9’8296 seconds of moan solar time, The sidereal 
time at mean noon Is the Right Ascension of the mean Sun then 
and Is the hour angle of the first point of Aries at mean noon. 
Again the mean time at sidereal noon is the hour angle of the mean 
Bun at the dnstaot of transit of the first point of Aries. This is help- 
ful tn getting the mean time corresponding to aBy sidereal time 
known by star observations. 

Solstices. The points on the ecliptic having longitiides 90 de- 
grees and 270 degrees. The Sun occupies these points at tiio begin- 
ning of Summer and Winter, when it is most distant from tlio 
equator North or South. 

Stationary joints. The points in r< planet’s orbit at which it 
appears to be stationary in longitude wHh respect to the stars, for 
observers on the earth. 

Synodic. A term to give motion oP a body relative to tho Sun. 
The Synodic period of a planet is thus the period between two con- 
secutive conjunctions or oppositions of the planet with the Sun. 

Transit. The passage of a celestial body across the meridian 
of a place. Also refers to the passage of either Mercury or Vonus 
across the solar disc or the passage of any of the satellites of a 
planet like Jnpiter across the disc of the planet. 

Tropical Year. The time interval between two consecutive 
passages of the Sun through the Vernal equinox This is slightly 
lees than a sidereal year, which is the time between the Sun’s Pas- 
sing consecutively a fixed point of the ecliptic, owing to tho rota-o- 
grade motion of the equinoxes. The sidereal year itself is shorter 
than the anomalistic year, as the niaior axis of the earth's orldt has 
a forward motion. 

Zodiac. The belt of the sky along the oclipti; extend- 
ing to about 8 degrees on either side of It. This is dividod 
into twelve divisi .ns marked by the so-called zodiacal coiist dlatiojis. 
The Hindu signs of the zodiac are merely the exact twelve divisions 
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of ^he ecliptic. Aiiy point of tho ecliptic rising at any instant is the 
Xtegnayn of the instant and Iho longitacle of the point measure J trom 
the orgin Mo 3 ha is tho hgna^^miom^ 

NOTES. 

The times of Sunriso and Sunset given are for the centre of 
tho solar disc rising above the iiorizon. Toe effect of refraction is 
also ineJuded. 

The longitude for the Sun is the tcue longitude referred t3 the 
mean equinox of tho year and from it the apparent longitude can be 
obtained by adding prooession in longitude and Nutation in 
longitude and subtracting aberration. 

Tho Sun’s declination is necossary to find the latitude of a place 
or to find apparent time from an observed altitude, or compute the 
time of the Sun rising or setting. This quantity and the Sun’s 
right asconsion would also fix tho position of the gun every day at 
6 A. M. 

The Moon’s right ascension and declination ar3 useiful to 
compute her altitude at any time or to deduce the time from an 
observed altitude. These also fix her position in the celestial 
Sphere, The Moon’s declination will serve also the determination 
of tho latitude of a place by meridian observ.ition of altitude or for 
finding her azimuth or the times of rising and setting. 

The Moon’s age given ds tho number of* days that have elapsed 
Bines the Previous New Moon. 

Tho Moon’s longitude indicates its position referred to the true 
equinox ; and from it the ending moment of Nahshatra could b© 
computed applying tho Ayanamsa, 

The longitudes of planets fix thei r positions withi respect to the 
ti*uo equinox, and also the different zodiacal signs. 

The me^ longitude of the ascending node of the lunar orbit

SECTION V 


Notable Institutions in Trivandrum 
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SRI CHITRALAYAWI 
(Qalleiy of Asian Paintings.) 

The Sri Chitralayam was opened on September 25, 1935, 
by His Highness the Maharaja of Travancore in order ‘‘to 
provide for the enjoyment, education and development of the 
artistic taste of the people by means of a collection of pictures 
represOTting the various eras of painting in India, along with 
some indication of the art in other parts of Asia that have been 
influenced by Indian culture.” 

The Gallery was reconstructed out of two bungalows side 
by side in the Museum Gardens, the reconstruction, furnishing 
of exhibits, and hanging being done under the direction of Dr. 
J. H. Cousins. The first bungalow, single -storeyed, is laid out 
in three sections (Rooms A, B, C.' illustrating modern Indian 
painting in works by senior Bengal artists, their pupils, and other 
schools in |the Indian manner. The second bungalow, two 
storeyed, shows examples of Indo-European painting (Rooms D, 
E, F. G.) grouped as Raja Ravi Varma, members of his family, 
modem Indo-European style; Rooms H to iC (upper floor) show 
Persian, Mughal, Rajput and Tanjore paintings, and a unique 
collection of copies of Indian mural paintaing from pre-historic 
times down through the eras of Ajanta and Bagh to recent times 
in Cochin and Travancore. The Gallery thus gives a continuous 
view of Indian painting, and is of high educational value. It 
also contains^good examples of Tibetan, Chinese and Japanese 
painting, emd in 1937 attained the unique distinction of 
presenting 'the first good collection in India, and perhaps 
elsewhere, of a new movement in painting by field-workers and 
fishers of Bali. 

There is a small charge for admission. A catalogue is on 

sale. 

THE MUSEUM AND PUBLIC GARDENS. 

The idea of a Museum at Trivandrum originated with Mr 
Allan Brown F. R. S., Director of the Trivandrum Observatory, 
in the year 1852. Three years later, a Museum Society was 
organised with His Highness the Maharaja as Patron, the 
British Resident as President and Mr. Brown as Secretary. Its 
object was to afford instruction and micouragement in arts and 
crafts by the exhibition of specimens of natural history, and 
products of industry indigenous and^ foreign. The nucleus of 
the institution was a collection of minerals and rocks presented 
by the President, The present building, designed by the (Con- 
sulting Engineer to the Government of Madras and named the 
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Napier Museum after a former Governor of Madras, was com- 
pleted in 1880. Tie building is of considerable architectural 
beauty. Three Commodious fells connected by long corridors, 
with four towers and numerous gables ornamental ceiling panels 
and wood work, coloured panes and artistically painted walls, 
bo'h inside and outside, constitute the main scheme of the build- 
ing The exhibits are arranged in orders and groups. Chief 
among the exhibits are a splendid collection of natural history 
specimens, and certain specimens of ethnology and art. The 
model of a Nayar house, a relief map of Travancore, and an 
ivory model of a human skeleton made in Travancore by Tra- 
vancore workmen under command of a former Maharaja for the 
study of human ana'omy, are some of the more important exhibits. 
The exhibits are classified in’o diffarent sections such as indigaaous 
arts, crafts and industries, archaeolo vy, natural history, ethnology 
and geology. Admission to this quasi-educa'.ionai institution is 
free, and one day is set apart for gosha ladies. In the last 
official year almost five laWis of people visited the Museum. 
There were days on which the number reached half a lakh. 

The Museum building owes its beauty partly to its fine 
setting in a beautiful park. Fifty acres of hill ana dale are taste- 
fully laid out in pa'hs and terraces, lawns and lakesi shrubberies 
and rockeries, flower-beds and conservatories, interspread with 
die runs and cages of the Zoo. Beginning from the lower level 
at the lake, the ground rises tier on tier till it spreads in*o an ex- 
tensive terrace converted into an ornamental garden in which the 
Museum stands. Weekly concerts are provided by the Nayar 
Brigade Band. Long (lights of steps and grassy slopes leading 
down to the lake with clumps of golden bamboos and stately 
trees form the chief feature of the Lower Garden. There are 
nearly three miles of roads and foot-paths; and hundreds of 
comfortable garden benches are provided. 

Th-* Zoo was started in 1859 with the gracious gift, 
of the Palace menagerie by His Highness the Maharaja It 
now contains a fairly representative collection of animals 
numfering about 509. This section is perhaps the chief at- 
traction of the institution. Admission to the Zoo is also free. 

THE TRIVANDRUM PUBLIC LIQRxRY. 

Housed in one of the most beautiful buildings in the town, 
the Trivandrum Public Library is one of the most popular institu- 
1 ions among all classes of people. It had i's beginning in 1847 
when :he Public Library Society was organised with a limited 
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membership. In November 1894, the Society was registered 
as a Joint Stock Company and became the Public Library 
Association, membership being thrown open to all persons 
residing in Trivandrum and conforming to the Rules. In 
1897, the Association, under an agreement handed over its 
entire property to Government on condition that Government 
erect a suitable building and “ establish a free library Co be 
handed over to the public in commemoration of the sixtieth year 
of the Queen's reign.” Since 1898, the management of the 
institution rests with Government. 

The Library now contains over 32,000 volumes, and the 
number is being daily added to. There is a good collection of 
very old, rare and costly books and manuscripts, which are 
available for consultation by any one. The Library subscribes 
for nearly 100 periodicals.

A Class Members are entitled to the loan of 8 volumes 
ordinarily, and 12 volumes when on circuit, and to the use of 
the Members' Reading and Writing Room for themselves and 
for a nominee. 

B Class Members are entitled to the loan of 4 volumes 
at a time and to the use of the Members’ Reading and Writing 
Room. 

Subscribers have to pay a deposit of Bh, Rs. 3 or 2 and 
a subscription of annas 8 or 4 according to the number of volumes 
they borrow from the Library. 

With a view to extend the usefulness of this institution to 
the people of Travancore outside the Capital, there is prov sion 
made for the affiliation of mofussil libraries to this institution. 

The amount of fees leviable from affiliated libraries is Bh. 
Rs. 9 for one year, Bh. Rs. 5 for a half-year, or Bh- Re. 1 per 
month, the fees being payable in advance in every case. The 
maximum weight of books and periodicals allowed for each 
affiliated library is 600 tolas, a month. The transmission charges 
to and fro are borne by Governmait.

Any parson desiring to make use of the Trivandrum Public 
Library is permitted to use the books and periodicals in the 
library. The research student is afforded all facilities to carry 
on his work in the Reference Room. Membafs of the staff are 
ready to render all help to those who wish to read in the Library. 

The Book rooms are open from 8 a. to 1 1 a. m. and 
from 3 P- M. to 6 i\ m. The Reading Rooms are open from 
7 A. 51. to 8 p. M. on all days except on a few scheduled 
holidays. Tfie General Reading Room has become vary popular 
the average number of readers per month being 5,600. 

The library is administered by a Committee of six mem- 
bers appointed by the Government, who hold office for three 
years. Any member is eligible for re-appointment. No person 
who is not an A Class member of the Library sheJl be eligible 
for appointment to the Committee, and no member of the Library 
shall be a member of the Committee unless he is resident in the 
town of Trivandrum. Any member of the Committee, who 
leaves Trivandrum permanently, or who fails to attend two 
consecutive meetings of the Committee without reasonable excuse, 
may be declared by the Government to have vacated his seat. 

The Committee consists of a President, four ordinary 
members smd the Honorary Secretary. 

THE MASCOT HOTEL. TRIVANDRUM, 

The Mascot Hotel is centrally situated about two miles 
from Trivandrum Railway Station. The Napier Museum and 
Gardens, the Public Library, the School of Arts, the Roman 
Catholic and Protestant Churches are within easy walking 
distance of the Hotel. The Hotel is owned and controlled by 
the Government. There are eleven airy single rooms and seven 





double rooma all wi'b bathrooms attached. All rooms are 
furaished in modern style and the sanitary arrangements are of 
the latest pattern. The Lounge, Bar, Sitting and Dining rooms 
are well appointed. The Information Bureau in the new wing 
is intended to be of assistance to travellers. The building has 
two floors. 

The inclusive charges are Rs. 1 0 for a single room per day 
and Rs. 18 for a double room, The cuisine is excellent. 
Accommodation can be booked in advance by applying to the 
Steward of the Hotel. 

The Hotel undertakes catering for parties in the Hotel pre- 
mises and outside at moderate charges.

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THE VICTORIA JUBILEE TOWN HALL, TRIVANDRUM. 

The Victoria Jubilee Town Hall, Trivandrum, was erecled 
as a permanent memorial of the golden jubilee of the great and 
glorious reign of Her Majesty Queen Victoria. It was formally 
opened by His Highness the Maharaja on the 25!h January 
1896. The Government gave a handsome contribution of 
Rs. 35,000 and the site, measuring nearly an acre, for the pur- 
pose ; and the work was designed and executed by the State 
Engineering Department. 

With its lofty and well-proportioned hall, stained glass 
windows and ornamental cornice, a beautiful proscenium and 
five-storied steeple tower, the building presents an attractive 
spectacle. The Hall can accommodate 600 to 700 persons, 
besides 1 50 in the balcony and nearly 200 on the dais which 
can also be used as a stage. Three hanging curtains, a large 
embroidered velvet drop and a number of rotating side screens 
are provided for the stage. 

Electric fans and lights are provided throughout, and special 
arrangements exist for lighting the stage. There are green 
rooms and out-houses. There is a well laid out garden 
A moveable ticket booth io furnished atone of the gates. Ihe 
floor of the hall is paved with polished teak-wood planks so that 
it may be used for dances. A telephone and fire extinguisher 
are provided. 

Government have priority for the use of ihe Hall ; and the 
meetings of the Legislature are held there. The management 
rests with a committee of 10 members, of whom not less than six 
are non-officials. Four of the non-official members cure elected 
by the voters of the Sri Chitra State Council resident in the 
municipal town of Trivandrum, and the other two and ihs official 
members are nominated by Government. The members hold 
office for three years. The Committee elects one of its members 
as Honorary Secretary. 

The rates of rent for the Hall are fixed as below: —

The above charges are exclusive of electricity charges, 
which amount lo Bh. Rs. 2-8 as. per hour for the use of lights or 
fans or both and Bh. Re. I 4 as. for every half hour or part 
thereof beyond the first hour. 

All charges must be paid by the intending lessees in 
advance at the Divisional Treasury, Trivandrum as directed by 
the Honorary Secretary and the chalstn receipt forwarded to the 
Honorary Secretary pending sanction for the use of the Hall or 
other purposes. 

The free use of the hall is, on the recommendation of the 
Committee and with the sanction of Government, granted to 
recognised associaions working for the public good. Such 
appplications should also be made to the Honorary Secretary at 
least a fortnight before the date of the proposed function. 

SCHOOL OF ARTS. 

This institution was started on 17-7-1064 M. E. (February 
1889 A. 1).). The industries such as carving in wood, and 
ivory and Kufigari work were started in Kumbhom 1064 when 
the school was started. Pottery manufacture was started in 
Chingom 1065 and silversmith’s work in Chingom 1072. In- 
laid work in ivory was also introduced later on. The institution 
was put in charge of a Superintendent and a visiting committee 
was appointed in 1071. The committee continued till 1080 
when it was abolished. 

Thirty students are given instruction in the drawing subjects 
as well as in any one of the handicrafts, ciz., ivory, wood carv- 
ing, smithery and pottery work. A fresh batch of 1 5 stipen- 
diaries is generally admitted once in two years, but vacancies 
which may arise are also filled up once in a year. 

The course of instruction covers ova" a period of four 
years. Other students are also admitted and given instruction in 
the drawing subjects on payment of Rs. 1 2 and Rs 1 8 Mr 
annum for the Lower and the Higher classes respectively. The 
paymg students and the stipendiaries are Mepared for the Madras 
Government Teclmical Examinations in Drawing subjects. 
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There is also a Lacquer-work section which was started in 
the year 1930 and in which instruction is imparted in the making 
of lacquer-wares. Seven stipendiaries are admitted in this sec- 
tion once in two years. 

Ivory, Kuftgari, silver and pottery articles are manufactured 
and sold. 

The articles made in the institution are kept for show and 
sale in the Trivandrum Sales Depot, the Srimulani Shashii - 
abdapurli Memorial Institute, Trivandrum, the Bombay Sales 
Depot, and in the Sdhool of Arts itself. TTie manufacture and 
sale of articles in the School of Arts are regulated by rules 
framed under the orders of Government. 

All enquiries and orders in respect of the articles should 
be addressed to the Superintendent, School of Arts, Trivandrum. 

Articles manufactured in Indian style of design are, from 
time to time, sent for exhibitions both in and out of India and 
many medals have been obtained for the excellence of the 
articles. 

THE TRIVANDRUM SALES DEPOF. 

In September 1932, Government sanctioned the opening of 
a Sales Depot in Trivandrum as an experimental measure and 
the Depot was opened on the 1 0th Makarom 1 1 08. h has been 
housed in a rented building just opposite to the Science College. 
Since 1 108f it is being continued year after year on a temporary 
basis. 

The D^ot is intended to serve as a medium of advertise- 
ment for industrial products and also as an agency for the sale 
of these products. It is not a profit-making concern. Many 
private individuals and institutions, besides the Government in- 
stitutions, have taken advantage of the Depot and exhibited their 
articles for sale there. The volume of business transacted 
annually amounts to about Rs. 1 5,000. 

The Depot is under the ch^ge of a Manager. It under- 
takes to receive e^diibits and sell, on commission, arlicles of all 
description which are bona fide products of cottage industries or 
factories in Travancore. The articles are to be delivered at 
the Depot by the owners at their cost. A commission of 1 0 
per cent, is charged on all articles entrusted ^ private persons 
or institutions for sale and 6j per cent, on all products of Gov- 
ernment institutions. The accounts of sales are closed every 
month and the amount due less commission is paid to the owner 
of the articles during the succeeding month. 
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There is an Einbroidery Section also located in the Sales 
Depot, Six girls are admitted every year hr training in the 
Section The period of training extends over 2 years and a 
monthly stipend of Rs. 5 in the first year class and of Rs. 7 in 
the second year class is being paid to each student. vThe articles 
made in the Section are kept for sale in the Sales Depot. 

THB SRI CHI FRA HOME FQR THE DESTITUTE \ND 
THE INFIRM. 

With die object of eradicating mendicancy and distress by 
methods of organised relief, the Home was inaugurated under 
the gracious auspices of His Highness the Maharaja in 1931, 
and was formally opened by Her Highness Maharani Sethu 
Parvathi Bha)^ in 1934. The institution, now housed in a 
spacious building with extensive premises at Pattam, is so 
equipped as to afford accommodation for fifty inmates, ft is un> 
der the management of a full-time Resident Superintendent, 
assisted by an adequate sta^ and controlled by a Board of 
Management. There is also an Orphanage attached, with ac- 
commodation for 50 children, under the care of a Resident 
Matron. 

Indigent and infirm persons of either sex above 40 years of 
age and orphans under 1 6 are admitted, on proper certification, 
irrespective of caste or creed. They are fed, clothed and 
housed , and the children are sent to school. No effort is 
spared to make (he condition of the inmates as happy and con- 
tented as possible with the resources available. 

The funds of the institution, are almost entirely made up of 
the munificent grant of Rupees half a lakh from the privy {Mirse 
of His Highness the Maharaja. The interest on this amount 
which, toge’her with the gracious contribution of Rs. 1,000 
from Her Highness Maharani Sethu Parvathi Bhayi and the 
handsome donation of Rs. 500 from Rao Sahib Udarasiromani 
T. Padmanabha Rao, as also casual subscriptions now aggregat- 
ing to nearly Rs. 1 ,500, makes up an endowment fund, is the 
main source of income for the upkeep of die institution. This is 
augmented by generous Government grants, so far amounting to 
Rs. 18,000. Lump sum donations, subscriptions, either ^riodi 
cal or casual, and contributions towards feasts, pa 3 rable either to 
the Honorary Secretary or the Honorary Treasurer, are grate- 
fully accepted. 

The Board of Management is sparing no pains to increase 
the resources of the Home, 
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THE SRI MULAM TRUNAL Sff ASHTIABDAPURTI 
MEMORIAL INS n I UTR TRIVANDRUM. 

The Institute, situated to the south-east of the Public 
OlBces, is a permanent memorial which a grateful people have 
erected in commemoration of an unique event (the sixtieth 
birthday) in the life of a sovereign who devoted a strenuous life 
of unstinted service to the welfare of his people. It serves as an 
industrial and commercial Museum and Bureau whwe local 
products and manufactures are exhibited with information about 
their source, price and other useful pariicultfs. The endow- 
ment is to the value of nearly one lakh of rupees, of which one- 
half is invested on buildings and furni’ure and the other half 
forms the corpus of the fund, the income from which is used to 
defray the cost of upkeep. 

The Institute is under the con'rol of a Committee of Manage- 
ment appointed by Government and consisting of seven members 
of whom four are non-olBcials. The Committee elects its 
Chairman and Honorary Secretary; an executive committee is 
formed consisting of the above and another member ; and two 
other members are selected to audit the accounts and take stock 
of the exhibits at the end of each year. 

With a view to encourage trade and manufacture, the 
practice of levying charges for hire of space has been disconti- 
nued ; and it has been decided by the Committee of Manage- 
ment to allow accommodation to owners of exhibits free of 
charge. 

There is a library attached to the Institute, containing books 
on subjects relating to industry and commerce. The Institute is 
also subscribing for several journals dealing with those subjects. 
The Inst'lute and the library are open (o all. 

Every year the anniversary of the birthday of His Highness 
Sri Mulam Tirunal Maharaja is celebrated by the Institute. 
The building and the premises, which have been converted into 
a neat garden forming a fine setting for the hall, are decorated 
and illuminated, A public mee'ing is held at which a lecture on 
some topic relating to commerce and industry is delivered. The 
bust of !he late Maharaja, kept in the Insti’ule, is garlanded and 
tributes are paid to the departed Ruler. 

The Institute is open daily from 8 m. to 5-30 i’. M.

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WOMEN & CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL, TRIVANDRUM. 

The establishment of a separate Hospital intended exclusively 
for women in the State dates back to the year 1070. It was 
styled the Maternity Hospital and was intended for treating 
Maternity cases rather than all diseases to which women and 
children are subject. It was placed in charge of a Male Assistant 
Surgeon. After some years, a lady Doctor was appointed as 
the head, and the Hospital began to grow in usefulness and 
popularity. But it coni inued to fail to attract Indian women of 
the better classes. His Highness the Maharaja, however, 
felt that the time was ripe for giving the Capital a first rale 
Hospital for women and children, and accordingly in 1091 
(1916) the present Hospital at Thycaud with 90 beds was 
opened, and for the first time the Hospital was placed under an 
Indian Lady Doctor trained in London. Separate Wards were 
provided for treating Maternity, Gynaecological and Medical 
cases. Six rooms for paying patients and a ward for children 
were also attached. The institution has grown in numbers and 
in efficiency during the past 21 years, audit attracts patients not 
only from different parts of Travancore, but also from British 
India, from Burma and Ceylon and the East Indies. 

The Hospital, which started with about 30 in-patients and 
50 out-patients daily, and about ICO maternity cases a year, has 
now about 300 in-patients and 400 out-patients daily, and over 
3,000 maternity cases a year. About 800 naajor surgical oper- 
ations are also performed every year. It is interesting to note 
that, in 1936, the Women and Children’s Hospital at Trivandrum, 
stood fourth among all ffie Women’s Hospitals in India in the 
number of maternity cases treated. All classes and communities 
have got over the old prejudice of coming for treatment to the 
Hospital.

Dewan Sir C. P. Ramaswami lyar, realising the impossi- 
bility of the Government being able hereafter to supply all the 
increasing requirments of the Hospital, started last year a Hos- 
jMtal Donation Fund with a handsome gift from himself. Several 
patients have followed his laudable example and one donor has 
given Rs. 2,000 towards the building of a new Labour Ward 
to be named “Her Highness Karthika Thirunal Labour Ward.” 
This ward was opened on 31-10-11 1 3 1 1 5-5- 1 938, and it is the 
first of its kind in Travancore. 

During the last 1 4 years, a two years’ course for Nurses 
has been regularly held in this Hospital, and all the Nurses who 
passed out lave been employed by Government in the various 
Hospitals in the State. 

Many eminent persons from different parts of the world 
have visited the Hospital from time to lime including Their Ex- 
cellencies Lady Irwin and Lady Willingdon. They have all been 
greatly imp'essed with the efficiency of the institution and its air 
of cheerfulness and comfort. Her Excellency Lady Willingdon, 
on the occasion of her second visit to the Hospital in 1933, 
noted in the Visitors’ Book: — “ It was a great joy to me to be 
able to visit this delightful Hospital again. I always remember 
it as one of the best I had seen in India, and now I am quite 
sure it is one of the best.”

In the fourth century Onai 
Thu uA. a Syrian inorehant discovered these Christians and reported to the 
Cathulicos of the Erst, whereupon he seat a colony of 400 Syrians to Malabar* 
Tht'se twu CMrmniniities g*Jt intermingled and came to be known as Syrian Chris- 
tians. During the course of ics long history it has suffered considerably owing 
tf» cessations and internecine qaarrela. At present the Cburch is divided into 
two parties oiu.* of which restored in Malabar in 1088 M. E. the Catholicate of 
the East ref ^red to above, which had long been vacant. The otlur party is 
dhectly m jder the Patriarch of Antioch, who rosidds now at Horae. Unfortu.

The Club is affiliated to the AHeppey, Cannanore, Cochin, 
Coimbatore, Ooonoor, High Range, Kalthuritty Valley, Kotagiri, Malabar, 
Mudakayam, Palamcuttah, Peermade, Quilon, Trichi nopolj^', Tutioorin, Vandi- 
periyar "and Wellington Gymkhana Clubs, which afford the iiicmbera of this 
Club reciprocal advantages.

The Travanooro Boy Scouts Association was inaugurated at a public xneet- 
iiu » 3 -»nvoned by Q-overument in November 192G and has since been making 
continuous progiv^ss in number aud efficiency. The headquarters oi the Asso- 
ciatitjn draws its main linaneial support from Government who contribute an 
auanal grant of live tlioiisaud rupees* Itowus a'Oentral Permanent Camp site 
(named S-i Chir.ra So<iut Training and Camping Centre) with four Patrol sheds, 
a iDUs*,cr-hall a^d Idtoheri, in an extensive compound near the Kaudiar Palace . 
Boy Scouts aud Scout'^rs of Trivandrum are osing the camp-site for week-eid 
meetings and instructions. Tlie office of the Headquarters of the Association 
is located inside the town fur conveuienoe of business- 

There are nine Districts under its jurisdiction and a District Commissioner 
assisted by Assistant District Commissioners administers Scouting in each 
District* The Ass'ioia+ion has now 160 units (101 Scout Troops^ 10 Hover 
Crews and 39 Lion Cub Packs) aud 278 Scout Officers . Twentyotie Training 
Camps for the benefit of Scoutmasters have been run under its auspices. 

Every year, at the time of the Birkhdaj* Celebrations of His Highness the 
Patron an All-State Rally of Boy Scouts, Rover Scouts and Lion Cubs is 
held at Trivandrum and it proves to be interesting show. 

Supported by the fTOverument and by the public, the Association was able 
to send a contingent of 20 Scouts from the State to participate in the All-India 
Jambtirce held at Delhi In February 1937; and the Travancore Contingent 
acqjiitted itself well and drew much aopreciative notice. 

In September 1937, the whole movement was re-organised and placed on a 
completely autonomous footing under the contrcl and guidance of His Highness 
the Maharaja as its Pat''on and under the management of officers nominated by 
him or appointed under Rules framed under his commands.

Multiplying its iiiflueiice thrc.;..h”.t India, Burma and Ceylon and Beyond, it 
teaches and pTACtl-rs methods which bring a complete upward change toward 
a iiKTe abu dikUt life f.r rural people — spirilually, mentally, physically, 
sicially, u!id tconciuically.

Superioi breeds of fowls such as leghorn, turkey, etc., are kept nt the 
Centre and the model is followed in in'" re than 300 houses. About 300 hives 
are kept in 200 houses- Ilegular work is going on in six hand looms and 
iu three pitlooins in the weaving faatory at the Centre. Cultivation of arrow- 
root and the manufacture of the flour thereof are going on. Flour marketed 
even outside the country for hospitals. An acre of land is rented fur the centre 
where Bananas, Tomatoes, some kitchen v getables and guinea grass »re 
cultivated. 

Education is encouraged by finaucial help to those who are too poor fo 
provide th* maelves with books and by giving exhortation wdth regard to its 
usefulness. 

For the better meet of health, aclinic is working in hannony with the 
Health Unit Department in the Taluk cn Fridays of every week. Boro-hole 
latrines have been introduced in 45 Louses of the locality by the joint effort of 
the Association and the Health Fuit Department. ^Veaviug, bee-hives, superior 
br -eds of fowls, a Karachi seed bull, a Mysore seed goat, gardening, etc., are 
demonstrated. Boys are given spiritual, mental, physical and industrial train- 
ing under trained leaders. 

The Association gets an annual grant from the Government. The subs- 
tantial assistance g, /en by Dr, D. S. Hatch is of the utmost; siguitioance for 
the carrying on of rurel rjaonstruction. A training class for the appren- 
tices has been introduced.

Young Women's Christian Association. 

The Association in Trivandrum was started in August 1917 wlnsi group 
of Christian women met in the Town Hall to consider the needs of th-* women 
of the town and to decide how best to help them. The Young Women's 
Christian Association which unites women of all nationalities, castes and 
creeds, for service, and spiritual, intellectual, pliysical and social development, 
'seemed exactly what was needed in Trivandrum, and a branch was started 
with a strong committee and about 100 members. 

The first President of the Association was Mrs- Arthur Parker. \^hen 
she retired, her place was taken by Dr. Mrs, Poonon Lukose who ritill continues 
to hold that office and gives her service and time unsparingly zo promote the 
welfare of the members. 

A Hostel is run for students of all castes and creeds. A property was 
bought in 1922 by money given by the National Y. W. C. A- and the present 
Hostel building was completed in 1929- It was formally opened by L*»dy 
IrAN-in and named after her, on 8th December 1929. At present there are 
seventy students and two teachers resident in the Hostel, which has a staff of 
there Secretaries and a Matron. 
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The A-sociatJ*ia dev»^]oped on broad lines and its four-fold purpose haa 
be* ii iuki-pret^^d fullest sense* The regular religious meetings, club, 
4 ‘xcursic:is camps-, confercuoea, and social gatherings of all kinds luoev 
i.ce'ls < f the memb' T*^. 

The .ouiiiriou has shown very keen interest in social w'ork. Weekly 
visits to "hr p.^iieiitsin tlie Ho'^pitals, Reformatory School, women in jail, and 
hedith work are tho chief undertakings. In 1929, the x^ssociatioa opened a 
lit ahh and Welfare Genire, the tirst of its kind in Tiivandrmn, and still runs 
it :ij > r:V*tmdy. There is a trained Secretary and a trained Midwife in 
chcirg'f of the work* 

Mir^s Nina T. Urentaall was the first General Secretary of the Association 
and sho gave her valuable servic-^ for 16 years. On her retirement, her place 
was taken by Miss S. Mathew. Miss Mariam Chacko acts as the Q-eneral 
SvTrviary in the pLitv if Miss S» Mathew who is on furlough. 

The Association vvork is supported by the public . Tho Hostel gets a 
iii<i*.thly inaii't-iuiiico grant from the Government. A building grant was 
r-^ iv d fi’Miij tUr GoVeriiiueuT for the Hostel building. The Welfare Centre 
g IS a JraiiT fr.un the Health Department; and from the Municipality.

H. H. The Maha Rajah’s Law College, Trivandrum 

On the 31st January 187-5, the Government sanctioned ‘‘the 
oi^anisation of a law Class in connections with His Highness’s 
College at Trivandrum to enable candidates from Travancore to 
■r»‘’er.t thomsolves fop the Law Examinations of the University of 
\r;idr;i5 .'.-.'I to encourage others to pursue the study of law" 
The order sanctioning the scheme directed that 
sdo.:di '.vorked on the Same lines as the class attached to the 
Presidency College at Madras, Dr. W. E. Ormsby, Barristep-at- 
law, then a Judge of the_ Sadr Court of Tiavancore, was appointed 
Professor of Law in His Highness the Maha Raja’s College. 
Dr. Ormsby opened the class on the 9th of February of the same 
year, and in 1877, Hfe Highness’s College was affiliated to the 
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University of Madras in the Faculty of Law also, the University 
agreeing to accept Dr. Orinsby’s certificate as qualifying for admis- 
Sion to University Law Examinations. In 1891, an Assistant Pro- 
fessor of law was appointed, the Professor and his Assistant eadi 
■working two hours a week. 

The class wa* thus worked iall 3894, when, in conformity with 
important alterations in the bye-Jaws of the University re^ the B. L, 
Degree Exam^ination, the Institution was reorganised on an entirely 
different footing. The Law Classi which till then was worked as a 
part of His Highness’s CoJlegej and the Professors whereof were 
treated as members of the staff of that College, was raised to the 
st atus of an independent College under the designation of His 
Highnas the Maharaja’s Law College, Trivandrum”. The staff 
TOs strengthened by the appoii*tinent of a Senior and two Junior 
Professors each working two hours a week. A T^octurer in Medical 
Jurisprudence working an hour a week was added to the staff in 
February 1897. In 1900f Government sanctioned certain important 
alterations in the scheme of the College as settled in 1894, and 
with a view to meet the altered conditions, again reorganised the 
College. In addition to the Principal, the appointment of two 
permanent Professors and two Elective Profes'^ors was sanctioned. 
The cla'^ses which wwe till then held m His Highness the 
Maharaja’s College were removed to the upstairs rooms of the 
School of Arts. In order to make the institulicn seH supporting, 
the scale of fees was raised to that levied in the College till 
the end of the academic year 1930-31. The permanent Pro- 
fessors were drafted to the general service and from Jamiary 1905, 
the College staff was composed of a Principal, two Senior Lecturers, 
two Junior Lecturers and a Lecturer in a Medical Jurisprudence. 
In 1908, the two Junior Lecturei^ips in the Law College 
were converted into two Elective Lecturerships on fibe fame 
salaries! tenable for two years subject to re-appointment. In I9llt 
a Commission from the University of Madras inspected the College, 
and in accordance with the suggestions contained in their ropoi^ 
the staff was strengthened by the appointment of two addi- 
tional Elective Lecturers with effect from July 1912. In 1920, 
the staff was reorganifed, and the designations ^Senior Lecturers’* 
and ^*£1601176 Lecturers” were converted into “Senior Erofesfors” 
and “Junior Piofessors” respectively though the elective system 
still held good in the case of the Junior Professors. In 1928, the 
PJeadership Classes were separated from the B, L. and F. L. 
Classes, and three additional Junior Professors appointed to cope 
. with the additional work entailed thereby. Till 192G, the European 
Judge of the High Court was invariably the Principal. 

In 1929, a Commission from the University inspected the Law 
College, and in accordance with the recommendations contained in 
ttieir report, Government sanctioned Ihe conversion of the Collop 
from a part-time institution working in the morning and ihe 
evening, into a full-time institution working between 10 A. M. and 
4 p. M. ■with a free irterval of one hour between 1 and 2 r. M , 
effect from the beginning of the academic year 1931-1932, The 
staff was reorganised by the appointment of a full-time Prinorpal 
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two fttll-time ProfoPBore, five Elective Lecturers and i'. Lecturer in 
Medical Jurispru^ ence. The Elect v<'^ Lecturers wf re to be appoint- 
ed from year to year, with permission to practise at the Bar. A 
College Council also was instituted The scale of fees was revised 
to Es, 144 per annum for the B. L. and F. L- Classes and Es* 108 lor 
the Ploadersbip Clasfes. 

In 1933, Government Banctioned the suspension of the Pleadei- 
Bhip Class for a Poriod of five years with effect from the beginning of 
the academic year 1933-34' and reduced two Elective Lecturers and 
temporarily al:H)iish€d the post of the Lecturer in MedicalJiixis- 
prudence, * The tenure of appointment of the Elective Lecturers was 
extended to a period of three years. The scale of fees for the B. L* 
and F, L. Classes was raised to Rs. 160 per annum. The Pleader- 
ship ClaBFos were abolished in 1938* 

Till the end of 1908, the management of the College was vested 
in the Principal acting directly under the orders of the Dewan of 
Travancore, m January 1909, a slight modification was made by 
placing the haw College under the Director of Public instpnetiozu 
This arrangeniont was sul^sequently altered when, in April 1910, it 
was placed binder the control of the High Court. In 1938, the 
Colleges was transferred to the control of the University of Travan- 
oore, 

Ihe teaching staff now consists of a Principal, two Professors, 
and three Elective lecturers. Ihe services of the Principal and the 
two Professors are pensionable. The appointment of the three 
Elective Lf oturets is temporary, they being appointed for a period of 
three years at a time. 

The Law College had^ no sopnralo building of its own till 1916 1 
Till then it occupied certain rooms on the first floor of the School of 
Arts. The accommodation thus provided being insufficient, Guv- 
erument in 1912 sanctioned the constraction of a separate building 
for the Law Collego. The new building Tvas completed and occu- 
pied in 1916, 

The Law College Hostel Is locatei in a rented building near the 
Law Oollogo. The Wills Hostel accommodates a few of the Christian 
students of the Law College,

The strength of the College at the end of 1113 was 160, of 
which 71 wore in the F, L. Class and 79 in the B. L. Class, 


The Training College. 

The Govemmexit Normal School, Trivandrum, was founded in 
the year 1895. Teachers who had passed the F. A,. Matriculation 
or Vernacular Examinations were trained in this institution till May 
1911. On the 91 h June 1911, the Training College was opened, and 
the Normal School ceased to exist. From that date Gradnatos and 
Undergraduates are being trained in the institution. At first 
only 24 Graduates and 24 Undergraduates were trained annually. 
During the year 1924-25, the strength of the Graduate and the 
Undergraduate sections was raised to 60 each. The period of train- 
ing for Undergraduates was reduced from two years to one from 
1923-24 In. 1924, women undergraduates were admitted for 

the first’ time to the College after the abolition of the English Sec- 
tion in the Higher Grade Training School for Women. From the 
year 1934-35, the strength of tho L, T. section has been raised to 80. 
Non-stipendiaries (private students i. e,, those not employed as 
teachers in recognised schools in the State) are admitted on condi- 
tion that their numbers in each year should not be so large as to 
shut out the chances of untrained graduates in departmental and 
private schools. Only those who have obtahed at least a second 
«iooa i-n the B A Degree Examination are admitted as non-stapeu- 
Ses Thrsnver fibilee of the CoUege was celebrated at the 
close of the academic year 1936-37.

H. H. The Maharaja’s College of Arts, Trivandrum. 

This institution was formed by the separation, in 1924$ of the 
Arts and Science Departments of H, 11. the^ Maharaja’s College, 
Trivaiidrum, It is accordingly a coutinuation of the Arte side of 
the former Maharaja’s College, which was founded in 1834 as 
H, H. the Maharaja’s Free School with the object of providing edu- 
cation in Englifh for the people of l^avancore. The College was 
opened on the 4th July 1924. The History and Eopnomics Dopart- 
ment was first instituted in 1901 and the Sanskrit and Dr^vidian 
Languages Department in 1914. The Honours Depart tn 
English and in History and Economics, opened in H. H theMaha- 
raja’s College in 1914, were transferred to this institution , .The 
Philosophy Department wee re-oponed in 1025. The College was 
affiliated for the Honours C^^uiv'e in Malayalam from 1935-36. 
The Post-Graduate course in Sanskrit started jn 1936 was abolished 
in 1937. 

The administration of the College is vested in the Frincipa!, 
subject to the g^eral direction and control of the University of 
Travancore and the Government. A College CoimcU was consti- 
tuted in Juno 1925.

His Highness the Maharaja’s College of Science, Trivandrum. 

This Institution was founded in 1834 as His Highness the Raja’s 
Free School with the object of providing education in English for 
His Highness’s subjects. In 1869, the standard of instruction wag 
raised to the First Examination in Arts and the Bachelor of Arts 
Courses of the Madras University and the institution thence came to 
be called “His Highness the Maba Raja’s College, Trivandrum.’’ 
Iho College was aflBliated for the B A. Degree coarse of the Madraa 
University successively In Philosophy, Mathematicg, Cbemistey, 
History, Physics and Sanskrit and Drayidan Languages. The Col- 
lege was also a ffliated for B. A. Honours Degree in English and 
History in 1914. Provision for the study of Natural Science in the 
Intermediate course was made in 1922. It was at this stage that 
the Goternment of His Hi^nessthe Maha Raja decided to separate 
the Arts and Science Departments and retain the latter in its old 
habitation ’rhe Wfnrcation was given effect to in May 1924 and 
the institution was thence-forth called “His Highness the Msh.» 
Raja’s College of Science, Trivandrum”. Since the bifurcation, the 
College was afifilialed for B. A, Honours course in Mathematics in 
1925 and for the B. A. Pass coarse in Botany and Zoology in the 
years 1924 and 1931 respectively. 

The administration of the College is vested in the Principal in 
consultation with the College Council subject to the general direc- 
tion and control of the Director of Public Instruction and the Gov-

This institution, originally a school for Christian girls, was 
taken over, reorganised and opened to all castes by th Travaneora 
Government in 1864, fi'om which date it was known as the Sirkar 
Girls' School. It was recognised as a High School by the Univer- 
sity of Madras in 1890. 

In 1896, it was reorganised with an increased staff under the 
name of H. H. The Maharaja's High School for Girle, and on the 
institution beixig affiliated as a Second Grade Collie in January 
1897, the designation was changed to H. H. the Maharaja's College 
for Gids. 

Training classes for teachers were opened in January 1004, and 
continued to be attached to the College till the end of i920, when 
they were separated from the college and accommodated in a build- 
ing of their own. In June 1921, the High School also was separated 
from the college, and now the college works alone under its new 
name, H. H. the Maharaja’s College for Women. The present 
buildings were occupied in June 1923. 

In July 1928, the College was further ahiliated In Natural Sci- 
ence of the Intermediate course and in the B. A. degree course in 
Part L English Language and Literature, and Part II, Group IV. 
A. — History and Economics, and Group V— Malayalam * Sanskrit, 
In July 1929 , farther affiliation was obtained in Indian Music of 
the Intermediate Course and in Group (1 — B) Mathematics with 
Astronomy and Analysis as special subjects of theB. A, Degree 
course. 

In June 1937, the B, A. classes in the College were suspended*

The Institution wa-^ started in 1889. Instruction was originally 
Imparted in Veda, Kavya and the Sastra Branches oJC study. The 
management of the Veda Section was from 1110 transferred to the 
Devas worn Department, Till 1094 the College was housed within 
the Fort and the students, only Brahmins, were all given free boa.rd- 
ing. Later, feee boardiog was discontinue i and scholarships were 
awarded instead. 

The courses of studies were reorganised in 1917 and the College 
was placed under a griduate Principal conversant with Sanskrit and 
Malayalam, The College was made accessible to all classes of 
people. The College continued to work as per the reorganised 
scheme till its affiliation to the University of Madras in July 1986. 

Provision is made for the following courses of studios in the 
College. 

A. CoiitiBOE Section. 

(1) Entrance Ooursp , l:hje entrance class is instituted for 
the purpose of coaching pupils for the Siromani course of the Mad- 
ras^ University and for the Mahopadhyaya course of the Travaucore 
University* The course extends for a period of ono year, 

^ (,23 Biromani Course , The course extends over 4 years. Pro- 
visioQ has been made at present only for imparting instruction in 
the Preliminary class II and hnal class I. 

(8) MaJwpadhjaya Cour^e^ Only the third year class of the 
old Mahopadhyaya course is taught at present. The first year 
Mahopadhyaya class as per the new scheme of the Travancoi-e Uni- 
versity was opened from the beginning of the academic year 1938-

B. Kavya Section. 

The Kavya or Lower Department has a course extending over 
6 years. A Final Examination called the Government Sastri Test 
Examination is conducted annually for Qualifying the students for 
admission to the entrance course.

The Advisory CouncU of the Sanskrit College was abolished in 
the academic year 1936-37 and the SansWt College Entrance Board 
was constituted instead with the Supenntendenfc of studies in In- 
dian Langra<'es, H H the Maharaja’s College of Arts as ex-oflicio 
Ckiirmam and the Principal, Sanskrit College, as ex-oflicIo becro- 
tary and 5 nommatod members. 

The functions of the Entrance Board are '!) to recommend text- 
books for the various classes of Sanskrit Schools and ti© Entram e 
Course attached to the Sanskrit Cofiege, (2) to rec-ommend exa- 
miners for the Government Sanskrit Examinijtions, and to ad- 
vise the Director of Public Instruction on matters relating to .Sans- 
krit School Education. 
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The Union Christian College, Alwaye, 

The Union Christian College, Alwaye, was founded in June 
1921 as the result of a desire among some of the Christian Churches 
in Tmvancoio and Cochin for co-operation in educational work. The 

institution is managed by a Council including members from *^The 
Malankara Syrian Church,” ‘‘The Mar Thoma Syrian Church” and 
the Diocese of Travancore and Cochin in the Church of India, Burma 
and Ceylon. 

The College began work in June 1921, with the Junior Intenne- 
ditite Class in Group iii (Histories, Logic and Malayaiam). It now 
offers instruction in Groups i, ii, and iii (Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry, Natural Science, Ancient History, Modem Histw, 
Indian Histo^ and Logic; of the intermediate Coiiree, in Group ii-a 
(Mathematics) of the B. Sc. course and in Groups iii-a (Philosophy), 
lii-b (Philosophy and History), iv-a (History fcnd Economics) and 
iv-b (Economics and History) of the B, A. Degree Course. 

The College is an almost entirely residential institution, only 
students living with their parents or guardians being normally ex- 
empted from the obligation to reside in the hostels. 

It now owns about 50 acres of land including the 20 acres 
which were originally granted to it by the Government of Travan- 
coro, 2 blocks of College buildings— one for Science and the other 
for Arts— and 6 blocks of hostel buildings, besides several mess 
houses for students and residential quarters for Wardens, 

The total strength of the College is 848, of whom 248 are in the 
Intemediate Classes and 95 in tihe B. A. Classes. Of these, 
289 live in tiae College Hostels and the rest in homes with parents 
or guardians or in lodgings approved by the College. 

Games and other athletic activities are a special feature of the 
life of the hostels. 

The Alwaye Settlement, a school for Depressed Classes, cm- 
ducted by old students of the College in close association with some 
of the membe][^ of the College staff, serves as an inspiring example 
of devoted social service, to all present students of the College. 

From the time* of the starting of the College and especially 
since its development as a First Grade College, the Church Mission- 
arj’ Society been taking a keen interest in the institution and 
helping it wi^ men and money. The Society is maintaining one of 
its missionaries to work as a member of the College Staff. 

Fees. 

The annual -clitss fee for the Intermediate Course is Rs, 84 
Loboraiory fees are levied at the rate of Rs 4 for Physics, Rs 6 for 
Chemistry and Rs, 8 for Natural Science Per annum. 

Hie annual class feeforlhe B. A, Course is Rs. 112. A labora- 
tcry fee of Rs* 8 per annum is collected from the students of Groups 
i-a ana ii a.

St. Berchman’s College, Changanacherry. 

The St. Berehman’s College is a First Grade College affiliated to 
the University of Madras. This College is the crowning achieve- 
ment of the Catholics of the State in the field of education. It tops 
the list of numerous Catholic educational instikiti^s of the State 
comprising about 28 High Schools and numerous middle and pri- 
mary Schools, 

The High School section of the College was started in 183 1 by 
Mg Charles Lavinge S. J , first resident Bishop in Chauganeherry. 
About the year 1920 the public began to agitate for more facilities 
for higher education. The CTOvemment autiiorities called for Private 
agencies to undertake the task and promised financial aid. 
Dr. Kurialacherry, Bishop of Changanacherry, encoiirgod by the 
favourable attitude of the Government, took active steps start the 
College. 

The College was affiliated in Group III of Intermediate course 
in 1922. In 1925, G.'oups I and 11 of the Intermeliate were slartoi^ 
In 1927, the College was raised to the First Gride with Botany and 
Zoology. In 1928, Mathematics also was started In 1934, the 
College w'as further affiliated in the Economics Group of B. A. Pass 
Course. In 1938 the College was further affiliated in Part II, San- 
skrit for B. A. and in Part II, Syriac for B, A. and Internoedlate,

C. M. S. College, Kottayam. 

The College is at progent a Second Grade College affiliate 1 to 
tho Madras University. Tho College is the natural development of 
the English School which was started in Kottayam on the advice of 
Col, Munro about 120 years ago by the ecrly Missionaries of the 
C, M . S. in association with the authoiaties of the Malabar Syrian 
Church. This educational enterprise received considerable encour- 
agement from H H- Rani Lakshmi Bai and H. H. Rani Parvatbi 
Bai who made substantial endowments in furtherance of the enter- 
prise, the most notable of these endowments being the gift of a 
large tract of land known as the Munro Island . This educational 
work, which was originally carried on in the buildings now known 
as the Old Seminary, was transferred in 1838 to the buildings on 
tho present site The School, which was usually spoken of as a 
College, was affiliated to tho Madras University soon after its in- 
f;crr>''rrt:('n in 1S57. The first batch of students for the Matricu- 
lation E.'camination was sent up in 1832. With the spread of 
education, the demand for a College became insistent and repre- 
sentations were made to the C, M. S. Home authorities by the old 
students and friends of the Institution to raise it ti a First Grade 
College, TheC M, S. granted this request ; and as a first step 
affiliated the institution as a Second Grade College and the F,a’ 
class was started in 1892 and the College and School classes where 
hold in the saine buildings. In 1909, with the organisation of the 
Intermediate course, a separate block of buildings was erected for 
the C.ffieje section and in 1310 the College classes were transferred 
The CMioge was then affiliated for giving instruction in 
Engii=]i, Mala.ralam.. Sanskrit, Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, 
.l;'...:ent. History, Modem History and Logic. In 1923, the College 
.va= fartacr affiliated m Natural Science; and in 1927, Indian 
IB-iory was also added to the suhieets of Instruction. 
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The ultimate respousibility as re.i'arde polisy ami Hr^nce 
■eats with the Church Missionary Society in London wliicL ha-f 
intriisted tiie management to a local Governing Board.

with a view to the dovelopmanl. and expansion of the Library 
inoTcmcnt in :he State and the provision of fapilities for adult 
education, Goremment, In December 1935, sanctioned the intro- 
duction of a Rural Library System In the State. In each of the four 
Educfiliucal Divisions, 15 suitable Departmental Primary Schools 
were selected, predominantly in rural areas, where library facilities 
didnotoxist; and a library aird reading room was started in each 
of these schools towards the middle of llll m. e. Of the 60 smral 
libraries started during that year, 57 are Malayalam libraries and 3 
Tamil onee. An aiiotinent of Rs. 100 was made for each library for 
furniture and appliances. 

The Headmasters of the schools in which Rnral Libraries are 
housed are the Honorary Librarians. The Honorary Librarians are 
assisted by a Committee of 3 members nominated by the Assistant 
Inapcotiir* The nominated members of the Committee hold office 
for 3 years, but ate eligible for re-appointment. The Committee 
meets as often as tlie Hoiiorary Librarian may consider necessary 
for the transaction of business. The Honorary Librarian keeps a 
record of the proceedings of such meetings. The Committee may 
make suggestions and proposals for the better working of the 
Library. The correspondence of the Committee is carried on by 
the Honorary Librarian. The Division Inspectors and the Assistant 
Inspectors inspect the libraries in their usual tours and report on 
theirworking to the Director of Public Instruction. 

The use of tiie Library and Reading Room is free to the men 
and women of the locality. Applications for admission as 
Subscribers should be addressed to the Honorary Librarian in the 
Presctilied form. Subscribers to the Library shall pay a monthly 
.subscription of Chs. 2 or 3 according as they birrow 1 or 2 boots 
I'- 'r-sctivo’y at a time. Subscription for each month shall be 
, ic in advance. Subscribers may suspend their subscription 
for oc6_ month or longer, provided that previously they give notice 
in writing to the Honorary Librarian and return all books in their 
possession and pay all outstanding dues. Subscribers shall deposit 
Chs 14 with the Honorary librarian before taking out books from 
the Library. The balance of the deposit, if any, after deducting all 
dues to the Liitrary will bo returned to the subscriber, when he or 
she ceases to be such. 

The Librarj’ md Reading Room shall be open between 4-16 p. m. 
and 6 15 i'. ?i. during working daj-s for the school and between 8 A m* 
and 11 -V. 51. and between 3 p. sr. and 7 p. ji, during other days 
including Sundaysj except- a few specified holidays.

Rules Relating to Grants for Libraries and Reading Rooms. 

Under these rules ‘Library’ means a coJleotion 
of books that may be issued to persons for perusal, ‘Reading 
Room, in addition to all &at is included by 'Librai-y’ implies the 
existence of a room on the premises in which persons may re^. 
Libraries and Reading Rooms may or may not be supplied with 
periodicals and newspapers. 

2, Gon^Uioas of eligib ilifif for grant. Libraries and Reading 
Rooms in the State shall be eligible for grant-in-aid from Govern- 
ment, Provided thej- satisfy the following conditions : — 

((() They shall be under the management of a committee 
and office-bearers approved by the Director. 

(6j Th^ shail be freely open to the public for purposes of 
consultation, 

(c) They shall be entirely undenominational. 

(d) The Library and Reading Room Rules should have been 

approved by the Director. 

(c) Each Library or Reading Room shall contain a minimum 
of 200 approved books. 

(/) The minimum guaranteed annua] income from sub- 
scriptions should not be less than Rs, 

R. Aceommodaiion for Libraries. Separate buildings are neces- 
eaiy to accommodate Libraries and Reading ^oms. 

Authorities of aided Reading Rooms and Libraries are expected 
to exercise the greatest care in granting the use of their buildings or 
premises for meetings of any kind which are not connected with the 
ordinary purposes of the institutions. Permisgion should only be 
given on receipt of a written apphcation from a responsible party, 
statmg the hours within and the purpose for which the meeting is to 
be hell. In no ease shall the building or premises of any aided 
Reading Room and library be granted for a meeting in connection 
with any political agitation directed against tiie authority of Govern- 
ment, or for the discussion of Subjects which are calculated to cause 
ill-feeling between different sections of the community.

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RULES FOR THE OCCUPATION OP TRAVELLERS* 

bungalows And campsheds in the state. 


finLES Eos THS OCCDPATIOM CF TSAVStlOBEs’ BoNffALOWS. 

1. The Bungalows are maintaiaed by Government in the interests of the 
travelling public and are in the charge of the Travanoore P. W J) Oom 
plaints as to any negligence or inefficiency of the servants emploved in these 
Bungalows should bo addressed in the Executive Engineer in charge of the 
Division but coiuplaiuts of a more serious nature may be made to the Chief 
Engineer. Persons occupying Travellers’ Bungalows are expected to exercise 
due consideration and care for the Bungalows and furniture and any defacing 
of the walls or wilful damage to or spoiling of the furniture will render the 
occupants liable to expulsion from the buildings besides payment of damage. 

2. Travellers’ Bungalows are of two classes, according to the nature of the 
oonrenienoe provided. A Eirst Class Travellers’ Bungalow is in the imniedi- 
ate charge of a butler who also caters to the travellers on payments made in 
advance A tarilf of charges for ordinary meals is posted up in the Bungalow, 
The tariff is however subject to alteration or revision from time to time with, 
out previous notice. There is only a watcher in charge of a Second Class 
Travellers’ Bungalow. Ho is not expected to cook; but will render such 
tauce as he oan in this matter to travellers. 

3. A list of Bungalows of the two classes is attached.

Members of the s=nne family occupying the same room shall 
pay only one fee, the word ‘family” means a man, his 
wife and ohillren irrespective of th e number or a party of 
3 adult members of the same family and the word **room” 
means a suite of rooms including the dresmng and bath- 
rooms. 
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2. pply 76 per cent, of the shove foes will be charged in the oase 
. of Government Officers drawing & salary of Ka. .,50 and 
above and up to Bs. 300 and only 5o per cent in the case 
of such officers drawing a salary of less than Bs. 160. 
Government officers whenever they occupy T, B’s and 
campsiieds, should note their salary in the Ooonpation 
Begister failing which they will have to pay the full fee as 
per rules. 

8. Servants travelling by themselves independently of their masters 
shall not be permitted to occupy Travellers’ Bungalows. Rat 
if they go in advance of their masters to the Travellers’ 
Bungalows or stay behind for packing and reinoviwg 
saTMtnB the}" may occupy the out-liouaes without payment oil 
fees. 

4 When, however, the Boasters themselves do not, for any reason 
occupy the Bungalow in the course of the day or the 
night, as the case may be, after the servants begin to occupy 
the out-houses, half the above rate of fees will have to be 
paid by such servants for every day of their occupation 
commencing from the time of their arrival with the aamans 

6. ‘Bay’ means a day of 24 hmrs counted from the hour of arrival 
of a traveller. 

3B. Occupation fee for the new Travellers’ Bungahw at Cape Comorin (The 
Cape Hotel) will be Rs. 2 per day per room fo * each traveller; but if a party of 
travellers occupy a single room, the principal member to pay Rs. 2 and every 
other member of the party to pay Re. 1 not more than 3 to occupy one room 
children in arms to be free. 

4. Travellers in actual occupation of Travellers’ Bungalows have ft he right 
to ooniiune occupation in preference to all later arrivals or applicants for 
twenty four hours from the time of initial occupation provided it is not re- 
served in the meantime under the orders of Government, Coca palion fora 
maximum of 15 days may however be allowed in all Travellers’ Bungalows 
except the new Travellers’ Bungalow an Gape if no later applicants require 
aocomm odation. 

5. Occupation for more than 15 days requires the special permission of tho 
Chief tingineer who may grant permission up to 30 days. Occupation for 
periods over 30 days requires the sanction of Government. 

6. Aocomm odation in Travellers’ Bungalows may be reserved for Govern 
meat Officers and other travellers on formal application to the Division Officer 
concerned. Unless intimation to the contrary is giren before the eommence- 
oaent of the period for which reservation is sought f('r Government officers on 
whose request the accommodation was reserved, will be liable to pay the 
occupation fees due for the period of reservation whether or not they actually 
occupy the building. The full amount of the occupation fees for the period 
of reservation should he sent along with application for reservation from 
travellers other than Government Officers. No refund thereof will be made 
exoipl when the reservation applied for is, not granted. 

Nutb ;-^Rule3 4 to 7 above will be subject to the condition that the 
travellers will have to vacate the bungalows, even during 
the ^ periods allowed if required to do so by the Executive 
Engineer. 
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7. Tn case there is no Caiiipghed adjokin^^ llie Travelk-rs ’ Buixgalow and i£ 
the Travellers’^ Bungalow lias more than one suite ot* roomS) one such suite o€ 
rooms may, with the sanction of the Executive Engineer iu charge of the 
Division, be reserved for officers on tour without limit of time. 

8. Preparation of meals in advance of delinito requisition is left to the 
discretion of the Butler. But he is expected to provide all possible aikd 
reasonable convenience to the travellers. 

9. The first applicant is entitled to choice of rooms. He may not however ap- 
propriate to himself more than one suite consisting of one bed room, one dressing 
and one bath nmm. Should furniture be taken from an unoccupied room it must 
immediately \)o replaced when req aired by other travellers, 

10. When aceoiiimodation is required by a family, the subordinate iu charge 

will allocate the available accommodation acoording to the demand. ^ 

11. Every occupier of a Travellers’ Biiugalow on entry is required to 
write his full name and address in a register kept for the purpose in the Bunga- 
low. He should also sign in the Occiipatinn Book on payment of Bungalow 
fees. He is expected to obtain from the butler in charge a cash receipt for all 
payments for catering. 

12. A list of crockery and furniture supplied to the Bungalow showing the 
value of each article is maiuhiinod in the Bungalow. The full value of articles 
t’ am aged or broken by the traveller or his servants shall be recovered from him 
before he leaves the Bungalow. The amount so paid should be entered in the 
remarks column of the Occupation Book. 

13. Travellers halting in Travellers’ Btmgalows should pay the fees at the 
end of each week of nheir occupation if the occupation extends over a week. 

14. Ko article shall bo removed from the Bungalow except under the orders 
of the Chief Engineer nor shall the Bungalow be occupM by auy other than 
bonafide travellers. 

15. A list showing the names aa<l designation of the servants is poshMf 
in the Bungalow for the iuformatJou of travellers. 

16. The subordinate in charge is ordered, on pain of punishmeut, to report 
any deviation from these rules on ihi part of iho travellers who will also be res- 
ponsible for the acts of their servants, 

17. Any traveller occupying a Travellers’ Bungalow with vehicles or carts 
and the animals employed in their draught baggage of tents, etc., shall 
pay an additional fee of eiglit annas per day per tent and where stables are pro- 
rided the vehicles or carts and the animals employed in their draught will bj 
aoomraodattd free to the extent of one vehicle aud one pair of animals i^er 
traveller when the traveller is in oooupation- If the owner of the vehicle or 
animal is not iu occupation the charge per vehicle u animal will be half the 
fee which the owner would have to pay had he been in oooupatioii- 

RulES fob illE OCCoi'SLTlON OP P. W. B. Oampshbds. 

1. The P. W. D. campsheds in the State are primajily intended for the use 
of Government officers traveUing on uuty acd the offio?r of the P . W. Ib in 
whose direct charge the buildings are, shaU have at all times preferential claim 
fur their occupation, Governmeut officers may therefore occupy these build- 
ings without limit of time and have them, if need be, reserved in advance, 
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AppHciitiou for reservation sliould be iun.de in advance to the P. W. D. Division 
OiiH-er conceme*!. Unless iutiinatiun to the contrary is given before the com- 
luenoemeiit of the perioil for ^\llich rosier\ation is sought for, the officers on 
whose request accommodation was reserved will be liahk to pay the occupation 
fees due for the period of reservation; whether or not tiiey actually occupy the 
liuilding, 

2. Subject to the provision in rule (1) other travellers also msy occupy 
canipsheds and have them also reserved on application to the P. W. D. Division 
Officer oonoerned. The full amount of tho occui'iatiorj fees for the peroid of 
reseivation should bo sent ah^ng with the application for r.uoh reservation. No 
refund thereof will be made except when the reset- vaUon applieil for is not 
granted,

1 The Rest Houses in the Sta<e are intended primarily tor 
the use of Government Officers travelling on duty, who may there 
fori occupy them wiihout limit of time and have them reserved ir 
advance. Applioa' ion for reservation should be made in advance 
t the officer in charge of the Sub-Division in whose jurisdiction the 
building lies. 

2 Officers of the Public Works Department who are in charge 
of the building have a preferential claim for its occupation at all 
times .

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MOTOR TRAFFIC. 

The law governing motor vehicles in t-he State is contimed. in 
the Trayancoi-e Motor Vehicles Regulation VI of 1094 and the rules 
and notifications issued thereunder. No motor vehicle owned by 
a person ordinarily residing outside the State, which is not duly 
registered under the Regulation, shall be used or driven by any 
person in this State, unless such motor vehicle bears Su.ch mark 
of identification as may be prescribed by the officer competent under 
the rules In force for the territory in which the owner thereof 
ordinarily resides. 

Where any such motor vehicle is kept in this State for a period 
not exceeding ten days, any person holding a current motor driving 
license granted by a competent authority elsewhere recognised as such 
by any British Indian motor licensing authority may use or drive the 
same for such period ; but where the period exceeds ten days at any 
one time, no person shall use or drive the same unless authorised 
to do So Under a permit i ssued in this behalf by the Commissioner 
of Policei, 

The owner or person in charge may apply to the Commissioner 
of Police for a permit and shall furnish him with a description of the 
motor vehicle and such other particulars as may be required by that 
officer. 

The Commissioner of Police may thereupon issue to the applicant, 
in such form and for such period as that officer may deem expedient, 
a permit to use ihe said vehicle in tins State. 

The Commissioner of Police may from time to time extend the 
period of such permit or, for reasons recorded, cancel the same. 

Nothing contained In the above rules shall apply to Rulers of 
otiaer Indian States or to motor vehicles owned by them or by the 
British <3ovemment. 

The authorities competent to issue licenses and^ iwarmits are 
the Commissioner of Police, or the Traffic tSupermtendent of 
Police.

The main backwater route in the State is the Triyandrurn-Slio- 
ranuar canal from Trivandrum to northem limits of Travanoore about 
348 miles in length. 

The, administration of the above backwater routes in the State 
is governed by the Tiavancore Public Canals and Public Perries Re- 
gulation, VI of 1096, and the rules framed thereunder. The work- 
ing of the above Itegulation imd the Rules and the control and re- 
gulation of traffic in the public canals devolve on the officers of the 
P,W.D., the Chief Engineer being the controlling officer. The Assist- 
ant Itogineers, Sub-Engineers, Supervisors, Overseers and Lock 
Superintendents are ex^ffioio Canal Officers working under the res- 
pective Executive Engineers, Alwaye, Kottayam, Quilon and 
Trivandrum ; and they are empowered to regulate and control 
traffic end to stop any vessel from navigating etc. The licensing and 
registering of vessels are being attended at by the Canal Supervisors 
at Trivandrum, Quilon, Kayankulam, Alleppey, Vaikom, Shertala 
and Parur. _ Besides the above Officers, the Lock-Superintendent, 
Thottapalli, is also empowered to issue licenses to rafts. 

As per the provisions in the above Regulation and Rules, every 
steam or motor b<^t, country crafts or vallams and rafts navigating 
in the above public canals in the State except — 

1 Vessels belonging to the Palace and the Travancore 
Government; 

2. Vessds that have been licensed or registered in Mala- 
bar under the provisions of the Madras Act IT of 1890 ; 
3* Vessels licensed or registered in Cochin under the 
Cochin Regulation I of 1092 as amended by Regulatioii 
X of 1096; 

4. Vessels belonging to the British Govermneat; and 
6 . Vessels less than one ton registered tonnage 
have to be registered or licensed* In the case of vessels registered 
or licensed in Cochin or Malabar, they will be exempted from licen- 
sing in &is State, only if the owners of those vessels reside or have 
iiheir principal place of business in those Districts and only if they 
do not ply fop service exclusively within Travancore limits, Vessels 
plying for public passenger or goods service or for purpose of trade 
have to be licensed aunually, while vessels^ other than steam vessels, 
intended for the personal use of the owners and not plying for hire, 
need be registered only once so long as the person in whose name it 
has been registered continues to be the owner. The fees for licens-

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The licoBses of steam vessels and country craft are cnrrent fpr 
one year, while the licenses of rafts are current only for 6 weeks - 
The steam vessels navigating in the waters in the State have to 
be subjected to half-yearly inspections by the Supatintendent, 
Workshops and Stores Division^ anu the Principal Port Officer, the 
former regarding the fitness of the engine,, etc, of the boats for 
service and the latter regarding the sea-worthiness, stability and 
ectnipment of the vessels. After inspection, these officers issue 
certificates certifying that the vessels are fit for service for 6 months. 
These certificates are issued twice annually, 'viz , for the first and 
second half-years from the 1st Chingom and from the 1st ELumbhom* 
The fees for the half-yearly inspections of steam vessels are afl

The licenses of steam vessels will be issu^ only on production 
ol these certificates of inspection and the license will be in force only 
for the period for which the certificate holds good. Although the 
licenses for steam vessels have force for one year^ they will cease to 
be current when the Period of the laspection certificate expiree ; and 
unless the boat is subjected to inspection again and a fresh certificate 
is obtained, the license will not have force and the vessels shduld 
not be navigated. 

All steam vessels used for service should be manned by the 
recpiired competent crew, Master, Driver and Syramg, who have 
undergone the necessary examination and obtained ceorrificates of 
competency fcom the Chief Engineer. The examination of boat 
crew is conducted by the Snperintendeut, Work^oi:^s and Stores 
Division, once in six months at Alleppey, QuHon and Trfvahdrom. 
The fees for the examination are Ks. 10 for Master? Re. 7 fbr Driver 
and Rs, 5 for Syrang. The certificates of competency of boirt crew 
are liable to suspension or cancellation by the Chief Engineer Ibr 
misconduct or default in the discharge of duties. The owners rf 
motor boats widiing to drive them personally and solely for their 
personal use are non reqinred to take out a Driver’s competency 
certificate. . , 

Steam vessels intended for plying for hire have, in addiucm to 
the licenses, to obtain timings, similar to the ’ permits in the 
case of buses, from the Executive Engineer for plying for semce be- 
tween the different places, fixing the hour of departure^ from the 
starting Nation and the hour of arrival at the terminal station, before 
putting the vessels into service. The timings granted are published 
iu the Gazette. A tiftning once granted will not ordinarily be altered 
for six months. The boats are required to adhere strictly to the 
thnings ; and any timiag not utilised for S days ^nsecutively or 
utilised for less than 20 days in a calendar month is hable to be 
cancelled, unless such failure is caused by unavoidable circnmgtancee 
explain^ to the satisfaction of the officers concerned, 

■ Copies of timings will be posted in yeesels and «t ti» difSwent 

jetties. 
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Steam vessels intended for public passenger service are required 
to touch the jetties or wharves on the route. Jetty MalstrJes are 
appointed at toese jetties to control and regulate the traffic at the 
jetty and to see that the boats conform to the rules in the matter of 
number of passengers, cargo carried, time of arrival, etc. Vessels 
are prohibited from embarking or disembarking passengers from 
places other than recognised jetties. While issuing certificates of 
inspection of boats, the number of passengers or quantity of goods 
each vessel is considered fit to carry is fixed ; and any overloading 
is liable to punishment. 

There are no rates ot fares authorised or prescribed by Govern- 
ment. OTOers of vessels wishing to run their boats for passenger 
service prescribe a list of fares for the several classes between tiie 
terminal and each of the intermediate stations and submit it to the 
Executive Engineer. The fares charged for the same route by different 
boat owners therefore differ. But no boat owner shall collect fees 
in excess of the feea prescribed by him. Any intention of an owner 
to change the rates of fares once fixed should be intimated to the 
Executive Engineer seven days in advance. 

A statement showing the different routes in which public pas* 
senger steam vessels ply and the rate of fare for each route is given 
at the end of this note . 

The number of country crafts licensed to end of 1113 M. B. 
i s 9,600 approximately. 

The administration of canals in Cochin and British India is 
governed by Regulations and Rules of the respective Governments 
similar to those in Travancore. The backwaters of Travancore, 
Cochin and Malabar are inter-connected and there is considerable 
commercial intercourse among these States. There is therefore a 
mutual understanding recogoised by the three States that the vessels 
registered or licensed in one State should not be registered or licensed 
in the other States, subject to the condit-ions (1) that the vessels shall 
be registered or licensed in the State In which the owners reside or In 
which they have their principal place of business if they reside in 
more than one area and (2) that the vessels do not ply tor service 
exclusively v/ithin the limits of one territory in which case they shall 
be BcenBed in that State. There is also another mutual undertand- 
ing "^at vessels which have to be licensed in one State as per the 
above principle shall be allowed to ply in the waters in the other 
States during the first month of the year even if they do not possess 
the licenses or registration certificates for that year, in order that 
those vessels 'vay be allowed one month’s time to take out licenses 
or registration certificates from the State to which they belong. The 
inspection certificates of one State as to the fitness of boats are also 
recognised by the other States. The punishments inflicted on the 
boats or boat crew by any one State are also enforced in the other 
States. 

Ferries. 

The lo^al number of ferries maintained in the State at Govem- 
menx cost is 288, of which 76 are in Alwaye Division, 108 in 
Kottayam Division, 93 in Quilon Division, 11 in Trivandrum Divi- 
sion and 5 in Xagercoil Division, Of these, at the following 87 
places, nmgJiars are provided for the transport of cars.

No carte, cars, boats, or other conveyances canying Pass^gers 
or goods and passen^ei-s travelling on foot shall enter or leave 
Travancore unless they are examined at the frontier, and allowed to 
proceed, by duly aPPomted officers of customs. 


Conveyances containing only Passengers and their luggage 
conveyances not loaded with goods of any kind, and passengers ^ 
foot, will be examined and passed at the Prevenifve Stations or 
Customs Houses, as the case may be, situated on their direct route • 
but in the case of conveyancea loaded with goods of any kind the 
examination will be done only at the Customs House and persons 
in charge of such conveyances shall take them to such Customs 
House to be examined and Passed. 


Such persons shall give true particulars of the goods conveyed 
by delivering to the officer in charge cf the Customs House an export 
or an import manifest, as the case may be, in such form and cor- 

taining such particulars as the Controlling Officer of Customs may 
prescribe and shall also Subscribe a declaration of the truth of such 
particulars at^ the foot of such manifest. Such persons shall also 
afford all facilities for the customs officer to examine the goods. 

In token of such examination, a ticket will be issued to each 
conveyance and it shall be produced at the nearest Preventive 
station . If no such ticket is produced, the conveyance will be 
turned back to the Customs House for the necessai^ examination. 

In the case of luggage accompanying Pas?Gngers of whose 
social standing the^e is obviously no doubt a regular examination 
of the contents of such packages or bundles may be dispensed with 
at the discretion of tlie officer c9nducting the examination if such 
passengers. make a declaration in writing and sign it before such 
officer that they carry no dutiable or prohibited articles. No Pass- 
enger can claim this procedure as a matter of right. Nothing in this 
rule shall prevent the officer from examining the luggage after such 
declaration if such officer deetrsiit necessary to do so. 

Owners of articles, whether subject to customs duty or not, shall 
also give such further particulars regarding the goods and also pro- 
duce any invoice, broker’s note, policy of insurance or other docu- 
ment which it is in their power to furnish ss may be required by 
the Customs Officer. The goods shall not be removed Unless such 
information is furnished or the document required is Produced 

Pn the case of boats, csrts^etc , loaded with goods arriving at a 
Customs House after sunset they shall be examined and _p^ed the 
next morning except in the case of conveyances containing only 
vegetables and other perishable articles which may be examined 
and passed at night. In the case of conveyances containing oth^^r 
goods along with vegetables or other perishable articles, the officer 
in charge of the Castoms House shall examine and pass them at his 
discretion. 

Conveyances carrying goods on which duty has been levied at 
'the Customs House shall proceed forthwith to their destination and 
shall not halt at any places between the Cnstoms House and tt e 
frontier.

ALLEPFEY, 

The Port o£ Alleppey, the principal port in tliu State of Tiavancoro, is 
sitnated on the West Guast of hidia in Lat. 0*30 N. Long. 76*1 9 40 E, (Light- 
House) and is open to coastal and foreign trade, the latter dating back to the 
latter part of the 18th century. 

As a Sea Port, Alleppey owes its great importance to a ii'ud-bank off the 
coast whicli ren<ler8the sea smooth for shipping operations practically through- 
out the year. The approaches to the Port are free friuii any outlying danger. 

There is a good while revolving cata-dJoptrio lirst order light, the appara- 
tus of wliich consists of nine metallic rtficctors each having a dioptric lens 
in front, arranged in groups of Ihrce. The light from cad i group when view- 
ed at a distance gives a single beam sliowirig one flash in every forty seconds 
(or three flashes in one revolution of 120 seconds). Tlie light is exhibited frc^in 
sunset to sunrise, the height of the centre lantern being Il3 feet above high 
water, and the range of visibility is 16 miles. 

Notice to Mariners* 

ALLEPPEV ANCHORi.GE, 

The anchorage offers good holding ground to steamers of all sizes and 
v3s.sols aaohouiig in tlie Alleppey Itoad-tead sli )uUl take up a berth south- 
wards of the Pier with the lighthouse bearing from X. E. to E. N B., ami as 
close to the shore as possible in order to obtain a quick despatch. 

Thf hott'un shoals gradually and the deptli of water in wdncli to anchor 
should b' decided according to the soundings obtained. Uaimlly, steamers 
anchor much too Ear off shor-> and without due consideratjou being given to 
the set of the current or force of the wind. 

Thfi littoral carront, close in shore, sets lo the southward, soiuouiueH as 
strongly as two k!iuts w’hui a strong sea breeze is blowing together with a 
flood tide, making it ^Gry dihioult for cargo boats to fetch steamers anohortd 
in the ro.'.cls Ocoiis'ouallyi a return set to the northward is experienced, but it 
is usually voi-y feeble, ami occurs durine: the months October lo February in- 
clusive. The southerly set during this period is also feeble. iJuring March 
and April, the sea breeze blows strongly in the afternoon, ai;d consequeiiily 
steamers loading should anchor well to the South. 

The prevailing wdiids are from tho W. X. \V. 

Steamers with cargo to disoliargo should anchor close to and to ilie south- 
wad of s(,'^ain'‘rs taking in cargo so that empty cargo boa from the latter 
may be able to feioh them. Non coasting steam.^rs are u-snally taking in cargo^ 

During strong winds, a careful look-out should be kept on cargo boats 
leaving the shore, and should they not be able to fetch a steamer sho should 
shift her berth furthei southward. 

If tlie'above directions are followed, it will seldom he necessary for steam- 
ers to shift their anchorage. 

A mud bank forms occasionally in the vicinity ot' the Port stretching 
along the coast for a few miles which gives perfeoMy smooth water ; caution 
i-i therefore necessary in approaching tho sh'-re.

TRIVANDRUM.

This is an Association of the oooonut growers of Travanoore and o1;hera 
interested, in the coconut Industry of the State, registered under Section 26 of 
the Travanoore Oompanies Regulation I of 1092 on 13-9-1111. The object of the 
Association is the encouragement of the coconut industry and the improvement 
of the economic condition of th^ coconut planters. The securing of protection 
for th^ industry against the ine^piitable foreign competition, the propagation of 
the kuowlv^ge of scientitio cultivation among the coconut growers and organising 
supply and regulating the distribution of i:hs coconut products are the means 
by which the object is sought to he achieved. There are now 650 members on

Another resolution also sponsored by the President recommending 
to the Government for sending to Simila an official deputation for representing 
the case of the coconut industry for protection, found acceptance by the 
Government and a Government depiilaticn of which the Presideut was aruetL- 
ber waited upon the Commerce Member and other officers concerned of the 
Government of India on the lOth and 11th May 1938. 

Two officers of the Sangh are now working in the Kamnagapaiiy and 
Pathanamthitta taluks for organising the coconut planters.
